Mrs. Rosa Alexander, a 
New York woman, has filed a 
$300,000 suit. in| U.S, District 
Court in Augusta, Georgia 
against a funeral home that 
she claims lost the body .of 
her husband, To compound 
matters, the gravesite cannot 
be located either. 

The suit charges that the 
body of David Alexander, Sr. 
was shipped from New York 
by train for burial in Augusta, 
and the train was met by the 
owners of the People’s 
Funeral Home. * 

Mr. Alexander was repor- 
tedly buried in a cemetery on 
November 1, 1968, the suit

Two Blacks Chosen Lt. 
First Elected In Nearly 100 Yrs.

WASHINGTON --Two black 
state senators, George L. 
Brown, D-Col., and Mervyn 
Dymally, D-Calif. are the first 
to be elected as Lt. Gover- 
nors, the second highest of- 
fice in state government, in 
nearly 100 years. 

Because of the time dif- 
ference, Brown last. week 
became the first to be elected 
by an hour over Dymally. The 
last black previously to serve 
as Lt. Governor was P.B. S. 
Pinchback of Louisiana in 
1876. He sat in the nor’s 
chair for 43 days during the

REP. HAWKINS SEES

Congressman Augustus F 
Hawkins, (0-Calif.) said it is 
possible to achieve: full em- 
ployment without increasing 
inflation in the U.S. 

Hawkins made the state- 
ment while in Columbus at- 
tending a conference at the 
Academy for Contemporary 
Problems on ‘Full Em- 
ployment without Inflation” 

He explained that during 
World War | years the nation 
achieved very close to full 
employment and also during 
the Truman administration 

“Many groups in the U.S 
have enjoyed full employment 
even during current times,” 
Hawkins said, ‘especially 
white males.” 

His suggestion for 
achieving full employment 
without inflation is 
through utilization of all the 
available means. 

“We could increase em-

ployment, we could double 
the present labor force if we 
were to take care of the 
human services needs which 
exist,” he said. Hawkins @x- 
plained that there is @ 
tremendous need for better 
housing, health care and 
other social services 

He added that taking the 
approach that employment is 
a guaranteed right would 
also improve the employment 
situation in America 

Hawkins dismissed the 
theory held by some 
economists that high employ- 
ment promotes high inflation. 
“Some fear that if we put 
people to work we create in- 
flation,” he said, ‘but there 
are no facts that stunting the 
economic growth of the in- 
dividual family achieves 
social stability.” 

Hawkins had 61 co-authors 


on his bill — the Full Employ- 
ment Act of 1976, and ex- 
pects to double that number

Employees of the East Ohio 
Gas Company say they plan 
to “band themselves 
together" to let Company of- 
ficials know that they will no 
fonger tolerate race or sex 
discrimination, which they 
claim has. been running ram- 
pant at the Main and East 
55th Street Offices 

According to East 55th 


Street Union Representative 
Al Foster, who is also Civil 
Rights Committee chairman 
for the entire staff, there has 
been a significant increase in 
the number of discrimination 
complaints filed with EEOC 
and the Ohio Civil Rights 
Commission in recent weeks 
by blacks and by women 
And, he feels it can be direc- 
Wy attributed to a statement 
made by a white male super- 
visor in the Downtown Office 
A commercial manager 
allegedly remarked that he 
was tired of hearing about 
complaints of discrimination 
due to race and sex, and that 
he intended to do something 
to eliminate the problem 
Since that statement, em- 
ployees say. there has been 
an increase in harassment 


and intimidation of black em- 
ployees, and particularly 
those newly hired. 

‘They treat black female 
employees like (ittle girls,” 
one employee reports 

We filed a grievance last 
week because every time any 
of us start a conversation, the 
supervisors walk up to us and 
tell us to keep it down. But 
others are permitted to walk 
around and talk 

‘They accused one girl of 
seeing her on another floor, 
just because someone said 
they saw her. They yell and 
scream at us; they don't treat 
us like women, like they do 
the other women around 
here.” 


The discrimination doesn't 
stop. with black employees, 
the same employee 
disclosed, but extends to 
black customers. 


“They hold deposits on 
most customers in black 
neighborhoods," she 
remarked, “but the further out 
you get, no deposit is 
required. Black customers 
are treated disrespectful. It's 
just an overall racial 
problem.” 


A black female customer 
information clerk claims that 


a@ white male supervisor 
recently swore at hér 
because she. went to the 
president's office to complain 
about a racist cafeteria em- 
ployee. 

The woman contends that 
she complained when the 
cafeteria employee wrapped 
her food in a towel when han- 
ding it to her to avoid 
touching her, and dropped 
her change in her hand. 

“Who the hell are you to go 
over my head to the president 
of the company,” the super- 
visor allegedly told her. He 
then threatened to dock her 
for the time she was out of 
the office filing her com- 
plaint, 

“They harassed me all that 
morning, until | threatened to 
leave," she explained. “A 
union representative took me 
to Employee Relations to file 
&@ complaint, and | haven't 
heard anymore about it since 
then,” 

“My supervisor talks to me 
like | was a street dude," a 
19-year-old messenger cgm- 
plained. “I just want to 
treated like a human being.” 

Public Relations Director 
David .Talbert says he is not 
aware of an increase in the 
amount of discrimination 
complaints.

JOHANNESBURG 
(NBNS) -- South Africa is ex- 
pected to make major 
changes in its racial policies 
next year as a result of in- 
ternational pressures, the in- 
fluential Johannesburg Star 
has reported. Opposition par- 
ties have called-for just such 
a response. 

The United States, France 
and Britain, whose vetoes in 
the Security Council preven- 
ted South Africa's expulsion 
from the United Nations, will 
have special influence, ac- 
cording to informed sources, 
The parliament is in session 
in Cape Town now. 

In an editorial, the paper 
said that the three countries 
backing South Africa — while 
condemning its policy of 
racial separation -- will be 
watching for evidence of dis- 
engagement from the white-- 
minority government in 
Rhodesia and from Namibia, 
a territory which South Africa 
controls despite U.N. calls for 
its independence. 

“But more than that, the 
vital test still remains how we 
treat our own Africans, 
coloreds and Indians,” the 
newspaper said. 

\.F.A. de Villiers, foreign af- 
fairs spokesman for the op- 
position United Party, said: 
“The onus is now on the 
government to prove by rapid 
and positive measures that 
the generous act of faith by 
the three major Western 
powers will be full justified.” 

Progressive Party leader 
Colin Eglin said, “South 
Africans, and the government 
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Africa Seen 


in particular, must realize that 


this is not the time for self- 
gratification, but rather for 
deadly self-examination - 
and action.” 


School Bias 


Charge Dropped 


OMAHA (NBNS) -- 
Federal Judge Albert G 
Schatz has dismissed racial 
discrimination charges 
brought against the Omaha 
Schoo! District. The’ ruling 
upheld the school board's 
position that segregation in 
the schools had not been 
caused by any purposeful ac- 
tions of the board. 


“The law does not require 
that a school system 
developed on the neigh- 
borhood plan, honestly and 
conscientiously framed and 
administered, without in- 
tention or purpose to 
discriminate racially, must be- 
set aside or abandoned 
because a racial imbalance in 
certain schools sometimes is 
the result,” Judge Schatz 
ruled. 

During the 13-day trial last 
March, the school district 
contended that housing pat- 
terns were the cause of 
segregation. About 20 per- 
cent in the school district are 
black.

Family Says Son Was 
Mistaken For Robber

two friends might have led

In an inter- 
view with the Call and Post, 
the Peterson family, Lewis 
Johnson and other witnesses 
related a tragic story in which 
the police mistakenly snuffed 
out the life of Leonard Peter- 
son. a 
On the evening that Peter- 
son lost his life, he and 
Warren Dickerson were 
riding down Harvard Avenue 
in Peterson's rented Malibu.

Johnson sat, 
alongside and stopped. 

Lewis Johnson reported

heated exchange, Johnson 
fired his pistol and the bullet 
lodge in the rear floor. 

Peterson continued to act 
as mediator and while he was 
easing the situation, Dicker- 
son drove off in Pelerson’s 
rented Malibu leaving him 
and Johnson dumbfounded 
on Harvard Avenue. 

According to Lewis John- 
son, Dickerson drove to the 
police station where he 
reported an attempted armed 
Robbery. : 

Meanwhile Johnson and 
Peterson had gone to a home 
on Beachwood Avenue where 
they were waiting for Dicker- 
son to-return with. the rented 
automobile. Soon they heard 

Yne screeching of tire wheels 
and Peterson, Johnson and 
several other members of the 
house dashed out to Dicker- 
son. 

Johnson and Peterson. 
were’ carrying guns as they 
approached Dickerson. 

They were standing in the 
middie of the street when 
suddenly an unmarked police 
car came swooping down on 
them. 


Johnson said that he and 
Peterson ran, not because 
they were scared but because 
the. police car had been 
moving at a terrific speed. “It 
looked like they were going 
to do a wheel-stand,” John- 
son remarked. 

According to Lewis John- 
son and the Peterson family 
there is an estimated 50 
eyewitnesses who will verify 
what happened next.

According to one eyewit- 
ness, the police carried the 
gun with a pencil in the 
barrel to the marked 
silhouette where Peterson's 
body laid hours earlier. 

The police placed the gun 

beside the silhouette and 
took a picture — thus in- 
dicatiag that it was Peter- 
son’s weapon. 
* However according to Mr. 
Peterson, the victim's father, 
an attendant at the morgue 
relayed to him that he found 
Peterson's gun on his body 
whilé he was undressing the 
corpse. 

Lewis Johnson verifies this 
because Peterson was 
wearing a sweat-shirt when 
he was slain and his gun was 
placed in his pants and under 
his shirt, the reason why 
Peterson's gun was not found 
immediately.

On November 19th, the National Ur- 
ban League and its 10) affiliates 
around the nation will mark the 11th 
Annual Observance of Equal Op- 
portunity Day (EOD) with appropriate 
observances, Each branch will have its 
own mechanism to assure that the full 
impact of the special day is brought 
home to both employers and em- 
ployees. 

Among these branches, the annual 
programs of the Columbus Urban 
League, in cooperation with the Call & 
Post, have been outstanding, because. 
Columbus area industry has responded 
with a commendable measure of at- 
firmative action, to bolster what is so 
often mere tokenism in many other 
areas. 

For all branches--and business - 
Equal Opportunity provides - or should 
provide - an excellent opportunity for 
realistic stock-taking; a trank and full 
evaluation of what has transpired in the 
employment area, now that equality of 
opportunity is firmly established in both 
spirit and letter by federal statutes and 
state and local law 

In retrospect. there is no gainsaying 
that some significant advancement has 
been made in opening up job op- 
portunities for minority workers. But, 
the disproportionate number of minority 
citizens in the ranks of the unemployed 
signals the great distance still to go 

_Further, while business has made a 
large riumber of jobs available to 
blacks in the better white-collar and 
protessional and technical fields, the 
greatest number of blacks who have 
succeeded occupationally work for the 
government, which, so far as minorities 
are concerned, is still the major em- 
ployer 

In spite of all the efforts thus far laun- 
ched, unemployment in October climb- 
@d to its highest in nearly three years-- 
6 per cent of the labor force. In Sep- 
tember the rate was 58 per cent. 
Biggest increase in joblessness was 
among blue-collar workers. With the 
impending layotts in the auto industry, 
this figure is almost certainly destined 
to rise 

Inevitably, the cbiggest attrition will 
come from the ranks of minority 
workers, the most recently hired, and 
thus the most likely candidates for the 
pink slip; whether unionized, under 
civil service, or employed in non-union 


A bitter lesson, soon to be learned, is 
that the job market of tomorrow is 
going to be a frustrating experience tor 
the dullard, the sluggard, the misfit and 
malcontent, whatever his color or an- 
cestry. It will be a period in which 
diligence,._reliability, and produc- 
‘tieaness on’ the -job:awill be, more ‘the 
measure™triring than race. ang 

Even ‘when blacks manage to, over- 
come the gap between white and black 
in education and technical training, one 
of the major roadblocks to equal job 
opportunity stares him in the face, and 
in this area only private enterprise can 
make a meaningful contribution. 

We refer to the splintering between

suburb and city. Many industries, many 
offices have relocated on the periphery 
of the metropolitan ring. Still blacks 
find themselves trapped,in the inner 
city and they frequently" cannot get 
these new jobs, jobs that require 
nothing more than the will to work; 
such blue-collar jobs as warehousing. 
jobs in steel mills, and small factories 
The distance between these jobs and 
where blacks live has become a 
seriouS-almost critical-matter, and 
therefore housing discrimination 
becomes twice. as critical. 

Thus open housing, or at least 
availability to suburban housing, is 
probably the most essential element to 
equal employment. Today, more than 
ever, business and industry are both on 
the move: from rural areas to cities 
from cities to suburbs .. and back 
again. From the black point of view, job 
mobility is critical if one is to enter the 
main stream ot the business world, not 
only to get a job bul to advance as well 

Thus far a few cities have concerned 
themselves with this problem, one that 
requires that the government tind 
strong allies in an effort to reverse the 
patterns of the past. Among these allies 
community organizations such as the 
Urban League can play a vital role. 

One such pilot program operated by 
the Westchester (New York) Urban 
League, and called the Corporate Per- 
sonnel Housing Program, speaks for 
what is possible in other, larger 
metropolitan areas. 

CPHP provides a housing-finding 
service to 30 major corporations. These 
include Xerox, American-Standard, 
Bristol Myers, Clairol, Continental Can, 
IBM, Union Carbide, Exxon, 
Cheseborough-Ponds, Richardson- 
Merrell, Peat & Medwick & Mitchell, 
Price Waterhouse, Arthur Anderson, Ar- 
thur Young and Lyband Ross and Mont- 
gomery. They also include a city school 
system and an area-wide bank, the 
County Trust Co 

These companies fund CPHP to iden- 
tity for employees (and primarily 
minority employees) where good 
housing Is available at moderate prices, 
and then clear the way for them to rent 
or buy in adjacent counties. 

in their own self interest, many 
nationwide companies will be in- 
terested in providing this type of ser- 
vice in all of their locations, -and it 
would appear that many Urban League 
affiliates will wish to pursue this for- 
mula. 

Some industries have made a com- 
mendable move from tokenism in equal 
job opportunities to affirmative action 
in this area; a real search for qualified 
minority workers. We recommend such 
a, plan: asoCPHP as the next step. 

Businesses ard industry-Nave the 
ability, the resources and the 
motivation t6 create equal housing op- 
portunities, right now. It’s about time 
that they demonstrated that open 
housing is thelr priority, just as it is the 
nation’s. 

Perhaps then, and only then, can we 
observe Equal Opportunity Day-every 
day.

The election returns from over the 
nation revealed more definitely than 
anything else, the effectiveness of 
Black leadership when it is exerted. 

High on the list of 1974 political 
achievements, is the election of two 
Negro Lieutenant Governors: George L. 
Brown in Colorado; and Merwyn M. 
Dymally of California; plus the election 
of Harold Ford of Memphis to the U.S.

Rhodes Trieked_ Gilligan 


Any post mortem of former Gov. James A. Rhodes’ 

' defeat of Gov. John J, Gilligan in Tuesday's election 

that fails to show that Rhodes pulled one of the most 

stunning upsets inthe annals of Ohio politics needs 
to be reexamined. ; 

For Rhodes, a Republican, in spite of overwhelming 
odds, and with virtually every metropolitan newspaper 

“in the state atainst him, overcame the Democrat land- 
glide and emerged victorious in a race he wasn ‘t sup- 
to win, 

From this column's analysis and observation, here's 
how Rhodes pulled off his astounding victory: 

First, Gilligan and his advisors underestimated 
Rhodes political acuity and failed to recognize that he 
is one of the greatest salesmen to emerge on the 
political scene in recent years. : 

Secondly, Rhodes personally mapped out his cam- 
paign tactics and stubbornly refused to let anyone 
change his plans, He traveled the stale feeling and 
public pulse to get a concise reading on the reaction 
toward the Gilligan administration. 

With this vital information, Rhodes put together a 
package with a mixture of facts and tables and went 
to work selling the package to Ohio voters at mostly 
small gatherings around the state. He astutely com- 
pared the achievements of his eight years as Gover- 
nor against the Gilligan administration. 

He cleverly branded Gilligan as a big money waster 
who hoodwinked the public into passing income tax 
legislation to aide dying school districts, then used 
the income tax funds for something else. 

Finally Rhodes played his trump card. He goaded, 
and virtually psyched Gilligan into playing a political 
game in which he is the recogniz master. Gilligan, 
under the Rhodes conceived magic spell, took the 
bait and started assassinating Rhodes’ character. 

Gilligan, who is somewhat of a mastey in the art of 
throwing sarcastic barbs at an adversary, was SO 
overcome by the spell that he apparently forgot about 
his. administration achievements. 

Instead of selling his own program, he elected to 
brand Rhodes as a thief, a cheat, and cn one instance 
he even termed Rhodes as a murderer, when 
discussing the Kent State student killing. 

After realizing how the public was taking this con- 

“tention, he modified it to some extent, but the damage 
had already been done. 

To Rhodes, Gilligan’s attack on his character and 
personal life, was just what the doctor ordered. It not 
only gave him needed material to picture himself as 
being above such political skulduggery, but he used it 
to put over the point that Gilligan was afraid to cam- 
paign on his record. In the closing days of the cam- 
paign Rhodes hit hard on this contention and it ob- 
viously paid off. 

Another Gilligan fault, one which he could not do 
anything about, was his personality, which tends to 
show him.as. an arrogant, snobbish politician. In 
talking to people, Gilligan inevitably comes through 
as talking down to them, As a result of his helpless 
habit, many people, both Democrats and Republicans 
as well as member of the press, contend that Gilligan 
“turns them off,” 

Gilligan, in a_ press conference following his 
narrow defeat, attributed his upset, to a great degree, 
to “my personality." He blamed himself and himself 
alone for his defeat. He also questioned the wisdom 
or requesting a recount of the votes, even though 
Rhodes’ margin, unofficially, was less than 12,000. 

Rhodes, in the meantime, is quietly making plans to 
retutn to the office which he turned over to Gilligan 


ter the official ballot count is over. Until then, he's 
going to “cool it.”

The Highway Dept. got 
away with its program of all 
male white personnel with 
the pretense that it could not 
find lodging for colored 
patroimen in. white homes 
where they could be reached 
at a moment's notice -- they

The radio announcer could

Beautiful sight to 
see them sitting at office 
desks of a government 
department, but their sitting 
there—figure heads or doing

A colored appointee, he is 
one of us, but sometimes he 
can be pretty rugged against 
colored people--that is when 
he can see the other point of 
view about colored people 
and what they really do.

South Boston Ancestors Fought 
Catholics Too, History Reveals

The tumult, upheaval and 
disturbance aired in 
Boston.the cradle of the 
American Revoluton...the 
largest seaport city in New 
England..the capital of the 
state of Masachusetts,..is by 
no means new for that city. 
Throughout : its history, one 


| can recall many such acts of 


bigotry, revealing prejudices 
«. one kind or another. 

The rioters ‘and demon- 
strators evidently have 
ignored or/are ignorant of 
their own state’s Motto: Ense 
Petit Placidam Sub Liberate 
Quetem...meaning...By. — the 
Sword We Seek Peace, but 
Peace Only Under Liberty. 

Citizens of Boston have 
been known to boast about 
the huge monument erected 
on Boston Commons..a 
memorial to the image of the 
first to fall in the struggle of 
the American Revolution. It is 
neediess to mention that the 
first name so inscribed, in 
granite, is a black man, 
Crispus Attucks, amid a 
glorious .bit of patriotic 


poetry. 

Perhaps the rioters are not 
aware that two black men, 
Salem Poor and Peter Salem 
were cited for valor during 
the Battle of Bunker Hill. 
There is also a monument on 
Breed’s Hill in Boston to 
testify that they, too, paid 
their dues, 

Prince Hall's grave is in 
Boston, the founder of the 
first Negro Masonic Lodge ... 

_he, ‘too, f bt. gloriously 
among the Revolutionary 
troops. Records shows that 
Prince Hall, on many oc- 
casions, spoke of how blacks 
were “shameful abused" dur- 
ing his lifetime.

mecca for blacks. Back in 
1851 a group of blacks 
crashed a courtroom and 
rescued a fugitive slave 
about to be sent back south 
to his former master. 

Anthony Burns, famous for 
hig liberal views, and an 
escaped slave, was arrested 
by a U.S. Deputy Marshal in 
Boston to be sent back to his 
former owner. On May 24, 
1851, 2,000 U.S. Troops were 
sent to-escort him through 
the streets to Boston and 
returned. 

Recently, the news media 
pointed up, that for “three 
generations” the Boston Irish, 
have lived in South Boston 
overlooking Dorchester Bay. 
But it failed to elaborate. The 
answer may be found in bits 
of the following. 

History tells us that there. 
was always a high anti- 
Catholic feeling in this slum 
area, this Irish ghetto for im- 
migrants...that the first Black 
Catholic priest in the Diocese 
of Boston (1854) was James 
Augustine Healy (who tater 
became the first Black 
Catholic Bishop). Fr. James, 
as he -was affectionally 
known, administered to the 
many orphans and sick. 
During this time, there was an 
epidemic of cholera and 
many of the sick suffered 
from typhoid and tuber- 
culosis. 

During this year Boston 
again was to. become the 
center of a bitter struggle 
against the Catholic church, 
and had it, not been for 
Bishop Fitzpatric, who was 
forced to take a stand and 
get into the thick of the fight, 
politically, the church would 
not have survived, 

Another case in 
point..during. ‘Fr. James’ 


pastoral..on November 9, 
1872 a great fire broke out in 
South Boston and only three 
blocks from (his), St. James 
Parish; the story goes that 
the flames took everything in 
their path, Firemen were ren- 
dered powerless and there 
was a decided scarcity of 
water. It was feared that the 
entire south side would be 
completely destroyed, and 
the parish and non-parish 
members worked frantically 
to save what few possessions 
they owned. 

It was said that Fr. James 
walked slowly to the corner 
of Lincoln’ and. Summer 
streets, and stood there like a 
statue. He opened his prayer 
book and with rosary in hand 
began to pray and read aloud 
as the flames became close 
and closer. Some of the 
parishioners followed him but 
as the. flames came nearer 
they fled. The miracie was 
that soon the flames turried 
as the wind had changed and 
the church was spared. 

Records show that during 
the unquenched fire, sixty-six 
acres of the city was 
destroyed and more than 800 
buildings were completely

Bonds...Are 
They Taxable? 


The interest paid on U.S, 
Series E. bonds is taxable to 
the holder of the bonds. Ac- 
cording to H & R Block, 
America’s Largest Tax Ser- 
vice, the taxpayer has @ 
choice of either reporting the 
interest on these bonds 
yearly, or reporting it all in 
the year he sells the bonds. If 
he elects to report the in- 
terest in the year he sells the 
bonds, he must report the en- 
tire interest accured for all of 
the years he has held the 
bonds. This could cause® & 
sudden increase in his’ in- 
come and push him into a 
higher income tax bracket.

As 
meticulaus:.as a lawyer 
preparing a brief, he adhered 
to the theory of attacking in 
strength. “Old-fashioned 
head knocking will always be 
a part of football,” he said. 
Robinson didn't originate the 
thinking, but he stresses it as 
much as any coach. 

A firm believer in a strong 
running game, his Grambling 
squads think, move and 
operate in unison. “We em- 
phasize running and passing 
together for an adequate of- 
fensive balance,"” he ex- 
plains. There isn't much 
argument that his gift for 
organizing and a knack for 
arriving at effectual decisions 
are the keys to Grambling's 
success. He displays a lot of 
moxie with bold, unhesitant 
action. 

The Grambling coach has 
an insatiable appetite for big 
string backs and ‘massive 
linemen. He recruits them by 
box-car lot. Robinson 
casually told a sportswriter 
several seasons ago, “I like 
my players’ agile, hostile, 
mobile and elephantine.”

Robinson is also 
a recruiter without peer. Few 
coaches possess his drive, 
fire and commanding 
presence.
